The charter oak of Hartford. was.a, 


white oak. The story goes that when 
James, duke of York, ascended the 
throne of England and sent Andros to 
take away all colonial charters Oon- 
necticut alone refused to surrender 
hers. Andros was furious over this 
defiance, and Oct. 31, 1687, he returned 
to the assembly hall of Hartford with 
a body of soldiers and demanded in- 
stant surrender of the charter, which 
lay in a box on the table. A hot dis- 
cussion followed. Finally Andros 
stretched out his hand to seize the 
disputed paper. Then the candles 
were suddenly extinguished, and the 
people who had gathered on the street 
outside rushed in a disorderly crowd 
into the hall. There was.a period of 
wild confusion in the dark, and when 
the candles were finality relighted no 
charter was to be found. It had been 
Temoved by Captain Wadsworth and 
concealed in the oak, which ever after- 
ward bore its name. 

The oak was even then old. “When 
the first settlers were clearing thelr 
land the Indians begged that it might 
be spared. ‘It has been the guide of 
our ancestors for centuries,’ they said, 
‘as to the time of planting our corn.

usic originated in the cry of the 
Peacock, the bleat of the goat and 
the croak of the frog.

HIDING MONEY. 


Queer Places In Which the Cubans 
Secrefe Their Spare Cash. 


Although there are now excellent 
Bavings banks in Cuba, for genera: 
tions the people have been accustom- 
ed to secrete their cash. A traveler 
tells of one hiding place in a bird 
house in a tree. The Cuban’s resi- 
dence had been looted as number of 
times during various revolutions, but 
the raiders had never suspected the 
bird house in the tree. After the 
death of the head of the family the 
valuables were removed by the ghild- 
ren and placed in the Hav bank. 
In_ another case the wall of a build- 
ing was chosen. A man with con- 
siderable patience hollowed out one 
of the stones in this wall. Five days 
were consumed in chipping out the 
hollow. Within this hollow the lit 
tle casket containing jewels and 
money was placed. Then a stone 
slab had: to be cut to replace. the 
front without showing any break. 
This required two days more. The 
piece of stone was slipped into place 
and sealed with cement. In order to 
remove the stone front tools were re- 
quired each time. But this hiding 
place served for years and exists now. 

One man thought he had found a 
most effective hiding place when he 
ee a shelf up under the eaves of his 

ouse for holding the cash box. This 
place was chosen partly because of 
the existence of a small hornets’ 
nest there. Robbers, as a Tule, will 
not take much interest in searching 
a place in the vicinity of a nest of 
wasps~or hornets. But the home of 
the insects grew, and after a few 
mionths the nest expanded to the 
box, and the owner could not get the 
box withoug danger of being stung. 
He was obliged to hire two bee ex, 
perts to come with nets, and ladders 
and remove the box. A wasp stung 
through one man’s mitt just as he 
grasped the box, dnd the receptacle 
fell to the pavement below, and some 
small pearls were scattered about 
the place. Several heurs were con- 
sumed in finding the lost valuables. 
The owner vowed that he would place 
his valuables in a depository in Ha 
vana thereafter. 

Another odd place for hiding a bag 
of cash was in a hollowed teble leg. 
Cuba is noted for its ponderous arti- 
cles of furniture. There are table 
legs with ample surface for hollowing 
a secret chamber. Usually a tightly 
fitting door is made, and when this 
is closed the bag is well concealed. 
The hall light stands are not over- 
looked in some of the homes of the 
Spaniards and the Cubans. The na 
tives of the country love to. hav 
plenty of hall light. These hall lights 
are often fixed to elaborate stands. 
One such stand proved to be a very 
effective hiding place for years until 
one night the house burned down 
and the money went with it.

Remarkable Feats Have’ Been. Per- 


formed by Sightiess Men. 
Man¢hester has just been the scene 
of the |Beoond ‘Triennial International 
Oon mee on the Blind and Exhibi- 


tion. [in the latter is exhibited work 
dune by the sightless — for which 
prizes offered—and apparatus and 


machines for the education and use 
of the, blind. 

Perhaps it is the very magnitude of 
his affliction which has made the f 
blind man fight so fiercely against 
the darkness which encompasses him. 
At ahy rate, in all ages of the world 
—from the blind poet. Homer, down 
through Milton, and the great blind 
Postmaster Fawcett—onk finds sight- 
less persons who have climbed to 

e top ‘of the ladder of human 
achievement. 

One of the subjecta for discussion 
at the conference was, ‘‘Rectea- 
tions for the Blind,” the lecturer be- 
ing Dr. Campbell, himself blind. Yet 
Dr. Campbell can ride and row and 
cycle. Incredible as it may appear, 
he bas actually climbed to the sum- 
mit of Mont Blanc—a feat that many 
a sighted person is proud of. 

Four years ago, a blind man—Mr. 
Jacob Sna walked across England 
from Blackpool to Margate—a dis- 
tance of about four hundred and sixty 
miles. 

There has been more than one blind 
barrister. Of these, the most won- 
derful was Mr. George Suntmers Grif- 
fiths. Oalled in 1852, he had become 
known as the champion verdict-get- 
ter, when, in the early eighties, he 
lost his sight. 

Yet he refused to give up his pro- 
fession, and, being gifted with an ex- 
traordinary memgry, he very soon be- 
came almost as successful as ever. 

We have a blind magistrate, in the 
person of Mr. George Smith, who acts 
in that capacity for the Holland 
Division of Lincolnshire; and also a 
blind Parliamentary candidate. Ear- 
ly in the present year, Mr. Walker 
King, of Exeter, a blind man, was 
selected as Libefal candidate for West 
Somgrset to oppose Sir Acland-Hood 
at the next election. Mr. King un- 
contested Taunton in

1900.. 

A blind marvel whom many Lon- 
doners have watched with incredulous 
astonishment is the colored stage-dan- 
cer Walker who early in the }resent 
year, was appearing at several Lon- 
don music-halls. 

Walker was suddenly blinded by 
atrophy of the optic nerve. What to | 
do he knew not. He nearly went mad 
with misery. Then it suddenly struck 
him that he might still dance. His 
eyes looked right enough. Perhaps

Will it be believed that for eighteen 
months he earned his living in the 
old way, without anyone but his wife 
knowing that he was blind In his 
simplicity, he never imagined that a 
blind comedian could be worth his 
pay. Now, however, he appears 
frankly as blind.

“Blind Jack*’ of 
Alderney. Jack lost his og Acre oag in 
America, thfough a tree falling on 
him. He came home to Alderney, and 
made a living by running messages, 
chiefly for the soldi€rs at Fort Albert. 

One dark night two Tommies, com- 
ing up the cliff-path from the beach 
below the fort, lost their way, fell, 
and lay badly bruised on a little 
ledge half-way between cliff-top and 
Bea. 
In the blackness they could not be 
seen, and none dared go to their res- 
cue.

PLACING UNEMPLOYED. 


Germany Has Bureaus and Alse 
Home Shelters. 


An army of unemployed is nothing 
new in Europe, and Great Britain, 
France and Germany have furnished 
valuable experience in the manage 
ment of temporary relief. In theia 
treatment of the problem European 
countries recognize three classes cf 
the unemployed—the unemployable, 
the hopeless vagrant and incorrigible 
and the employable. For the employ- 
able employment bureaus have been 
established, Germany maintaining 
over 400 of these offices. Over 500,- 
000 “persons are placed in situations 
every year by the German bureaus, 
In France all towns of 10,000 inhabi- 
tants or over are compelled to-main- 
tain public employment bureaus. 

In addition to the bureaus for find- 
ing employment to persons who are 
capable pf work, there arg in the 
German counyries~ homes or hotels, 
called ‘“‘home shelters,’’ where travel- 
ing workingmen in searoh of employ- 
ment may have lodging and food fori 
a night or two by the payment of a 
sm. sum or, if unable to pay. by 
doing a little work. These home 
shelters are private institutions, qpp- 
ported by trades unions and also by 
religious societies. In Germany the 
Government is establishing a system 
of relief stations connegted by tele- 
phone, and traveling workmen are 
directed by Government agents as 
they go from shelter to shelter where 
they are most likely to find employ- 
ment. For the unemployable there 
are “‘labor colonies’’ where unfortun- 
ates out of work can have food and 
shelter so long as they conform to 
the rules of the colony. An adyan- 
tage of the European system worth 
noting over here 1s that it prevents 
the massing of the unemployed in the 
great centres. They are kept moving 
and kept scattered while in search of 
work.

The Léndon News recently featured 
the republics af the world, ti 
on a two-page sheet the te 
twenty-four presidents. Seng nem 
the number of republics, The News 
is cofrect in assuming that republi- 
Canism is spreading. Only two of the 
number are in Burope—France and 
Switzerland. Switzerland probably 
comes nearer to the ideal of a re- 
public than any nation under the 
sun. France is a republic in form 
only, for the cabinet rules, and the 
president is elected by the Senate. 
Mexico is a great country and is 
often referred to as an example- of 
the benefits accruing from republican 
rule. But the fact is that Mexico, is 
under a dictatorship, arid probably 
there is more individual freedom to- 
day in monarch.cal England than in 
the republic of Mexico. ; 

England is probably the best re- 
presentative in the world of the liber- 
al monarchy idea. It is more demo- 
cratic than the majority of so-called 
republics, and for more than a gen- 
eration the drift of English political 
thought has been toward increased 
power for the people, with the throne 
only a symbol. France in reaction 
from the extremes, of republicanism 
inclines toward a strong head and 
centralized power in actual ruling. 
Cuba is among the newest republics. 
Panama will have less opportunity 
for years to come for independent de- 
velopment than Cuba, provided the 
Cubans behave themselves halfway. 
But about all experience in the states 
of South America shows that the 
democratic title is a cover for dic- 
tatorship and seldom a guaran of 
prosperity or of stability, which) is 
the strong right arm of prosperity.

Peel and stone and weigh firm fruit, 
and allow a pound of granulated sugar 
to each pound of fruit.

Putting Up Beans, Peas and 
Corn 


Recently you wrote of canning vegetables. 
Will you tell us how to can beang, peas and 
corn? 

I have been very successful with tomatoes,

an he same way, to wit: : 

Shell, cook for fifteen minutes in 
salted water and take from the pot 
with a perforated spoon. Pack them 
into jars set in a pan of really boil- 
ing water. Lay the covers on loosely 
while you boil up and skim the salt 
water in the pot. Fill the jars to 
overfowing with this, and screw on 
the tops. Cover the jars with thicki 
paper to exclude the light. String 
beans must have the strings removed 
and be cut into inch lengths, 

Boll corn for ten minutes 
shaving with a sharp knife from the 
cob 

Then cook for ten minutes in just 


enough salted water to cover it, and 
proceed as with the beans and peas.

half an hour, they may be taken out of 
the syrup with a perforated skimmer 
and laid out on flat dishes, taking care 
that they do not crowd one another. 


he syrup must boll fast for fifteen min- 
utes longer, and be skimmed often, By 
the end of this time it should be clear 
and thick. The peaches may be put 
Jnto the jars, the boiling syrup poured 
wr them and the jars closed. 


Preserved Peaches. 

These may be peeled, but not stemmeh 
and preserved by the preceding diree- 
tions. 

Preserved Quinces. 

Belect firm quinces, quartér and core 
them, and, having weighed them and 
allowed for each pound of the frult @ 
pound of sugar, put them into the pre- 
serving kettle with barely enough water 
to cover them. Stew until they are soft. 
The length of time required for this 
process will depend a good deal uporm 
the quinces. Sometimes they are tough— 
especially if they are at all withered— 
and demand long stewing. When they 
are tender, but before they begin to 
break, take them out with a perforated 
spoon and lay the pleces side by side 
on fiat dishes. Add the sugar, weighed 
out, to the juice left in the kettle and 
bring it to-a boil. Skim it and Jet it 
cook twenty minutes, when the syrup 
should be thick and the quinces may be 
laid in. Cook fifteen minutes after the 
quinces are in, take out the fruit witts 
a@ spoon and put it into jars, and them 
pour on it.the boiling syrup, cover ancd 


a Preserved Plums. 


Fine and unspotted plums should be 
selected, and each muést be pricked with 
a large needle. Weigh the fruit, and to 
every pound of it allow a pint of water 
and a pound of sugar, Put sugar and 
water together over the fire and make 
into a thin syrup. Let it boil until quite 
clear, removing any scum that may rise 
to the top. Do not put in the plums un- 
til the syrup is » ~ry clear, and then do 
not crowd them hut put in only - 
many as the kettle will hold easily. 
Cook twenty minutes and remove as di- 
rected for peaches and quinces, spread~- 
ing the plums out on plates to coo)- 
When all are done put the plums into 
the jars, pour the boiling syrup, over 
*them and seal.
